I do not understand the United Negro 
'ollcge Fund. I have seen it mentioned in 
magazines, heard of it on the radio, and 
iven the President of the United States is 
oliciting for it. What is it? The way our 
aws read now, is it "constitutional?" 


The United Negro College Fund is a 


common fund-raising body which provides 
direct 
financial 
support 
to 
49 


predominately black colleges across the 
country, according to Tom Eady who is 
"local chairman for the Fund. 


The Fund conducts annual drives, much 


like the United Fund, and then divides the 
receipts between those colleges. The 
college closest to Corsicana supported by 
,he fund is Paul Quinn College in Waco, 
3ady said. 


"Colleges everywhere are having a 


;ough time making ends meet and some 
are having to raise tuition to stay open," 
Eady said. "The United Negro College 
fund is one way to keep them from having 
to raise tuitions too high." 


Eady 
said 
the 
Fund 
is 
not 


discriminatory as the colleges supported 
do not discriminate in accepting students, 
nor does the fund in accepting donations. 


If you wish to contribute, Eady said he 


would be glad to forward your check to the 
Fund for distribution to recipient colleges. 


The Ladies Cemetery Association (of 


Oakwood) carries this notation on billing 
literature: 


"Our perpetual care fund is managed by 


the First National Bank of Corsicana and 
now has a market value exceeding 
$250,000. The income from this fund is used 
only to pay annual dues on the lots placed 
in perpetual care." 


Does the bank charge a fee for managing 


this fund? What does the fund consist of, 
exactly, in stocks, bonds, securities, cash, 
etc.? What were the receipts by source and 
the expenditures by function? 


The bank charges its regular trust fee 


for managing the perpetual care fund, 
according to O.L. Albritton Jr., senior 
vice-president and trust officer at First 
National. Each year, he said, the fund is 
valued, and based on that value the bank 
charges % of 1 per cent of the first $50,000 
and M: of 1 per cent on the balance. 


The fund, he said, consists of a blend of 


stocks, bonds, mortgages, commercial 
paper, and other securities which change 
from time to time reflecting the feelings of 
the board of directors of the Ladies 
Cemetery Association and the trustee's 
thinking concerning the economy and the 
prevailing securities market. An estimate 
of the investment breakdown during 1975f 
taking into account the fact that these 
ratios changed from time to time, is as 
follows: 


15 per cent mortgages; 30 per cent 


bonds; 37 per cent common stocks; 18 per 
cent commercial paper, reserves and 
other assets. 


For the year ending Oct. 31,1975, income 


generated was approximately $17,000, of 
which $8,900 was paid to the Ladies 
Cemetery Association for annual main- 
tenance, $1,900 for operating expenses, 
and $6,200 was added to the fund for 
reinvestment. 


Albritton said it would be impractical to 


give an exact detailed account of each 
dollar received and spent as such a report 
would exceed 20 pages in length. 


But, he said, he felt that the Association 


would make such an account available to 
any member who desired to see it. 


In the past and even recently I've 


noticed the Corsicana City police working 
radar on Interstate Highway 45. I don't 
mean riding or driving on the Interstate, I 
mean sitting along the side of the highway 
stopping vehicles and issuing tickets. Is 
this a procedure of the city's police 
department? 


City police make "spot checks" of the 


portions of 1-45 within the city limits once 
or twice a week, Police Chief Don Massey 
said. But local police do not operate radar 
on those sections of highway on a regular 
basis, and not unless there are enough 
officers working to provide for routine 
patrols within the city at the same time, he 
said. 


"We check the Interstate on an irregular 


basis as a part of our routine," Massey 
said, "but only when we have ample 
manpower." 


Does the Navarro College tennis team 


have some sort of right where they can 
take over the city tennis courts in the af- 
ternoon? I was hitting on the backboard 
last week when a Navarro player came 
over and said I would have to leave so they 
could play. 


The NC tennis team has no such 


authorization, according to tennis coach 
Herchel Stephens, and members of the 
team have now been instructed never to 
interfere with other individuals on the 
courts. 


"If, in fact, the individuals 
were 


Navarro College students," Stephens said, 
"we apologize." 


Stephens suggested, should this happen 


to you again, that you ask for the name of 
the student and call Stephens at the college 
so the matter can be handled directly with 
any student who might be violating the 
rules.

City votes $60 for rural runs

Two local dentists gained 


zoning change approval of six 
acres of land on West Highway 
22 last night when Corsicana 
City Commissioners voted to 
allow the change over ob- 
jections from Rev. John Fowler 
of the Immaculate Conception 
Catholic Church. 


Drs. 
Jack 
and 
William 


Hollingsworth had requested 
the change from residential to 
general retail for land across 
the 
road 
from 
Memorial 


Hospital in order to build a 
dental clinic and supportive 
businesses. 


However, Rev. Fowler, who 


said he didn't object to general 
retail, added he felt the clinic 
could be built with an office 
desigantion using special use 
permits and that his church 
favored this as a protective 
measure against the increased 
commercialization of Highway 
22. 


ATTORNEY 
JACK Smith, 


representing 
the 


Hollingsworths, said that the 
location of the Navarro County 
Electric Co-op and the KCIR 
radio building in the area 
showed a willingness on the 
city's part to let this area 
become 
more 
commercially 


oriented. 


Smith said, too, he saw no 


logic in granting an 
office 


designation 
when 
it 
would 


require four or five specific use 
permits. 


But while Smith painted a 


picture of increased develop- 
ments 
and 
Highway 22's 


potential to become like High- 
way 31, Rev. Fowler said he 
hoped that Highway 22 main- 
tained 
its 
residential 
at- 


mosphere. 


Smith angered Rev. Fowler 


somewhat when he reminded 
the priest that the Catholic 
Church owns the land occupied 
by Safeway and 
that 
the 


proximity of that 
business, 


"which is open on Sunday," has 
apparently caused no problems 
for the First Baptist Church 
across the street. 


REV. 
FOWLER 
retorted 


"We're 
not 
talking 
about 


Safeway or the First Baptist 
Church: we're talking about out 
on Highway 22 west." 


The commission passed the 


zoning change on a 3-1 vote, 
with 
Commissioner 
Jim 


Lightfoot 
voting no against 


Commissioners Wayne Norris 
and R. A. Armistead and Mayor 
Sue Youngblood. 


Commissioner H. R. Stroube 


Jr. was absent. 


In other action, the com- 


mission heard auditor Hudson 
Anderson tell them the city was 
in good financial condition 
though it will have to be careful 


in the future. 


Anderson based his caution on 


what he says will be impending 
reductions in revenue sharing 
funds and the absence of in- 
terest 
from 
invested 
bond 


money once those bonds are 
sold. Also, Anderson told the 
commission that the city's sales 
tax money is now levelling off. 


THE 
COMMISSION 
also 


raised its charge to local 
funeral homes from $50 to $75 
for opening and closing graves 
in the city cemetery. City 
Manager Dick Ballenger ex- 
plained that the $75 fee is one 
being charged everywhere else 
in the county. 


The commission 
also ap- 


proved the final plat for Sub- 
division Phase I of the Exall 
Heights Addition; approved a 
mobile home permit for Joseph 
Johnson at 1100 E. 5th; and 
approved a change to com- 
mercial zoning for Gene Cain at 
108 Brooks. 


Library board 
keeps powers

The Corsicana City Com- 


mission upped the "ante on rural 
fire runs last night, doubling the 
county's offer of $30 per truck 
per run. But the commission 
also agreed to keep making the 
rural calls until a settlement 
with the county is reached. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


told the commission that $60 per 
truck per run is the "bare 
minimum" the city can get by 
on, explaining that this cost is 
for operational expenses only 
and "does not include salary, 
longevity, incentive, insurance, 
social 
security, 
retirement, 


workman's 
compensation 
or 


replacement of apparatus." 


His actual figure for this cost 


was $53.39, but he explained 
that the danger involved easily 
justified the $60 figure. 


Fire Chief Duane Womack 


said that the total cost per truck 
per run for his department is 


$300. 


Last week, Navarro County 


Commissioners raised their fire 
run payments from $25 to $30 
per truck per run. 


COUNTY JUDGE Rob Dunn 


and Pet. 3 Commissioner Ellis 
Montgomery appeared 
before 


the 
commission, 
but 
their 


primary argument for a lower 
rate—the universality of the 
sales tax—was not accepted by 
the city as a valid point. 


While Dunn maintained the 


$30 figure was "not final," he 
added that several of the county 
commissioners 
were already 


content with that figure and 
explained that the county's 
budget had already been set. 


Dunn said that since Cor- 


sicana receives sales tax money 
from people living in the rest of 
the county, the city has a 
"quasi-secondary responsibility 
to these people who come to 
town." 


City 
Commissioner 
Jim 


Lightfoot said this was faulty 
reasoning since he, Lightfoot, 
pays sales tax in Dallas and 
doesn't expect that city to 
provide fire protection. 


Lightfoot 
later 
refuted 


Montgomery's similar 
claim 


about the sales tax by saying 
that his father is visiting from 
Iowa and he does not expect any 
return from Corsicana on sales 
tax money he pays while he's 
here. 


CITY COMMISSIONER R. A. 


Armistead said that if all the 
expenses of the fire department 
were paid for from property 
taxes, then 51 cents out of the 93 
cent rate would go for fire 
protection. 


(Some 
expenses, however 


come from sales tax revenues 
and other sources, he said after 
the meeting.) 


Armistead said it raised the 


same 
old 
question: "Why 


should 
the 
Corsicana 
Fire 


Department furnish the same 


half 


Lightfoot probably won't run

When Dunn said that the

instead, 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood reminded him of 
the county surpluses and of 
Corsicana's own tight money 
situation. 


Just as they refuted the sales 


tax argument—"a dead issue," 
according 
to 
Lightfoot—city 


commissioners also discounted 
Montgomery's contention that 
"the only people who are going 
to be hurt are the people we 
represent." 


Armistead countered that the 


"people being hurt right now 
are the people of Corsicana who 
are paying the total bill; paying 
for us and you, too." 


IN FACT, Montgomery and 


Dunn were the only ones to raise 
the specter of Corsicana cutting 
off rural fire service during the 
meeting, joined later by county 
resident Jsrry Travis who said 
he, too wants the city to keep 
fighting rural fires. 


City Commission members 


did not threaten the elimination 
of rural service and Lightfoot 
made sure the motion to set the 
rural fire fee at $60 per truck 
per run included the wording 
that the city would continue to 
make rural runs while trying to 
reach an agreement with the 
county. 


Also speaking on the fire run 


issue was August Wendorf who 
turned the county's philosophy 
on Dunn and Montgomery and 
asked why Corsicana shouldn't 
receive some of the benefits of 
the county's Road and Bridge 
Fund since Corsicanans pay 67 
per cent of the taxes. 


Wendorf 
also 
questioned 


county policy on road work 
saying "It looks like every 
county commissioner wants to 
set up a little kingdom out there, 
his own domain to serve his own 
purpose. Why don't they have 
one pool 
and 
put 
all 
the 


equipment in one pool in the 
county" from which all road 
work is done? 


This move, Wendorf 
said 


would save county taxpayers 
money, but, instead: "They've 
saddled 
everything 
they 


possibly can on the city of 
Corsicana."

An obvious stalemate on the 


city commission Tuesday night 
insured the Corsicana Library 
Board of maintaining its full 
policy making authority over 
the objections of Mayor Sue 
Youngblood and City Manager 
Dick Ballenger. 


While Commissioner R. A. 


Armistead 
backed 
Mrs. 


Youngblood's proposal to make 
the library board 
advisory, 


Commissioners Jim Lightfoot 
and Wayne Norris had already 
expressed 
their 
desire 
to 


maintain the status quo and 
Armistead deferred making a 
motion to keep it from dying 
from the lack of a second. 


Commissioner H. R. Stroube 


Jr. was absent. 


Prefacing discussion of the 


library matter by calling it a 
"delicate 
matter," 
Mrs. 


Youngblood again said 
her 


suggestion is "a matter of 
business' and does not reflect 
any displeasure with individual 
board members." 


THE CRUX OF her suggested 


amendment to the library board 
ordinance would have reduced 
the board to making recom- 
mendations 
instead 
of 


establishing policy as it now 
does. 


Also, Mrs. Youngblood would 


have removed the position of 
the mayor from chairmanship 
of the board, though the mayor 
would still remain an ex officio 
member. 
Commission mem- 


bers agreed to the logic of this 
suggestion. 


In joining Mrs. Youngblood's 


advocacy of making the board 
advisory, Armistead said the 
present set-up violates 
two 


principles of good government. 


First, Armistead said, giving 


the library board full control of 
the library means that an ap- 
pointed board has more power 
than the people appointing it. 


Secondly, he continued, the 


city 
manager 
should 
have 


direct control of the library 
since 
he 
is 
held 
directly 


responsible for the city's fiscal 
status. 


ARMISTEAD 
SUGGESTED 


that if independence is what the 
library board wants, then the 
city should cut it loose entirely 
and not step in, like it did last 
year, and bail the library out of 
debt. 


Ballenger said the reason the 


library overspent its budget by 
$6,000 last year was because 
former 
Librarian 
Douglas 


Blunk rebuffed his suggestion 
that the library was 
over- 


spending and assurred him that 
he, Blunk, had to answer only to 
the Library Board. 


However, 
Norris 
and 


Lightfoot both considered the 
problem to stem from a lack of 
communications and the only 
resolution to come from the 
discussion was one presented by 
them 
and 
endorsed 
by 


Armistead, 
that 
the 
city 


commissioners 
and 
library 


board members get together to 
try to iron out the differences. 


Mrs. Youngblood, who did not 


vote on tliis resolution, had 
opposed getting together with 


the Library Board on the 
grounds that the city would end 
up' 'letting the tail wag the dog" 
if the library board were to 
make its own suggestions for 
improved relations. 


LIBRARY BOARD member 


Julus Jacobs made a long, 
impassioned speech in favor of 
the present set-up, during which 
he took issue with points 
Ballenger had submitted to the 
commissioners 
in 
recom- 


mending the reduction of that 
board's authority. 


Jacobs said that Ballenger is 


more than welcome to attend all 
board meetings and that no city 
manager should feel out of 
place or feel he has to be invited 
to each meeting. 


Jacobs 
also 
questioned 


Ballenger's 
effectiveness in 


securing $5,000 annually from 
the county for library support, 
reminding the city manager of 
last week's unsuccessful at- 
tempt to get the county to help 
buy a fire truck. 


Furthermore, Jacobs said 


that the library board's failure 
to understand its montly budget 
report reveals an interest in the 
library affairs and the board's 
desire to be more than a 
"rubber stamp." 


Jacobs also asked without 


receiving an answer, why in- 
terest on the invested library 
fund was put into the city's 
general fund instead of in the 
library fund. 


Jacobs, who prefaced his 


remarks 
by 
praising 


Ballenger's 
work 
as 
city 


manager, said he could see no 
justification for "saddling the 
city manager with the ad- 
ditional 
responsibility" 
of 


keeping tabs on all aspects of 
library operation. 


BALLENGER 
REPLIED 


later that he only wanted 
budgetary 
and, resultingly, 


personnel 
authority at 
the 


library. 
He 
and Mrs. 


Youngblood both assured the 
crowd that they were "not 
trying to get someone fired." 


Jacobs also repeatedly offer- 


ed his resignation as a board 
member, but Mrs. Youngblood 
replied that she was not asking 
for 
his 
resignation 
and 


reiterated this point each time 
Jacobs brought it up. 


Prior to the commission's 


decision to try to work out the 
"communications 
problem," 


Ballenger reiterated his request 
for reducing the board's power. 


He explained that library 


finances do not cross his desk as 
do all other city fiscal matters 
and that the city "has no 
jurisdiction" at the library and, 
for this reason, there has been 
no "on-going maintenance" at 
the library since it was built. 


"We're happy to do anything 


we can," Ballenger said, but he 
still maintained that he feels out 
of place going into the library 
unasked to make improvements 
and changes. 


Kissinger, Soviets discuss nuclear arms 
Heroin seizure is record Here's what Ford's budget would mean to family 
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MOSCOW (AP) - Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger 
told Soviet leaders today that 
failure to reach a new nuclear 
arms accord "will leave us 
both losers." 


Kissinger said the Ford ad- 


ministration had strengthened 
its resolve to find an acceptable 
compromise and, "We believe 
we have a right to ask a sim- 
ilar approach from you." 


In a luncheon toast after 


three hours of talks with Com- 
munist party leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, Kissinger said tech- 
nical issues should not delay a 
treaty to reduce the levels of 
strategic offensive weapons. 


"Each of us, must if we fail, 


answer to his_own people, to 


the world at large and to his- 
tory," Kissinger said. 


A Soviet statement, approved 


by the U.S. side, did not at- 
tempt 
to 
characterize 
the 


Kremlin meeting. It said sim- 
ply: "An exchange of views 
look place on general issues of 
Soviet-American relations. Dis- 
cussion has been started on the 
questions 
pertaining to the 


preparation of a new agree- 
ment 
on the 
limitation of 


strategic arms." 


Some observers suggested the 


reference 
to preparing 
the 


treaty indicated an accord is 
near. However, U.S. officials 
have said privately that at 
most 
Kissinger 
expects 
to 


reach the framework for an 


agreement, 
with months of 


technical negotiations to follow 
aftenvard in Geneva. 


As Foreign Minister Andrei 


A. Gromyko ushered Kissinger 
to a reception room before 
lunch, Gromyko told newsmen: 
"It is just the beginning. We 
just made one step in the con- 
versation." 


The civil war in Angola cast 


a shadow over the negotiations. 
Asked if he had taken it up 
with Brezhnev, in a low voice 
Kissinger replied: "It was men- 
tioned." 


But in his toast, Kissinger, in 


a clear reference to the civil 
war, said both powers must ob- 
serve restraint "and respect for 
each other's interests." 


He warned that continued So- 


viet support for the Marxist 
faction that is gaining ground 


in the former Portuguese colo- 
ny could produce strong Ameri- 
can action in another area. 


"We know from history," lie 


said, "that great powers will 
not long accept a diminution of 
their security or inroads into 


their interests and that sooner 
or later they will find com- 
pensation in some other place 
or manner." 


Privately, U.S. officials said 


during Kissinger's visit here 
that the United States may re- 
act by freezing the Soviets out 
of Middle East peace moves.

HIDALGO, Tex. (AP) — Acting on a tip 


from a computer, federal agents have picked 
up $10 million worth of heroin and arrested 
two persons in an effort to break what they 
call the "Mexican connection." 


Arthur Fluhr, deputy regional director of 


the Drug Enforcement Agency in Dallas, 
reported the seizure Tuesday. He said it is the 
largest in the history of the Rio Grande 
Valley. 


Fluhr said the seizure is the fifth by his 


agents in 60 days as part of a continuing effort 
to crack the "Mexican connection." 


A truck carrying the heroin rolled to a stop 


Sunday at the customs checkpoint on the in- 
ternational bridge at Hidalgo. 


"They just appeared to be out for a Sunday 


drive — a man, his wife and small child. We 
see thousands of cars like that every day," 
said U.S. Customs Port Director Wayne 


Routinely, a checkpoint employe punched 


the numbers from the Wisconsin license plate 
into a computerized system called "1 reasury 
Enforcement Communications 
or 
IbL 


machine." And the "Mexican connection 
was derailed by electronics. 


Moments after the employe punched the 


numbers into the computer, a response came 
from San Diego, Calif., more than 1,200 miles 
distant, indicating that the vehicle deserved 
special attention. An employe directed the 
p£kup truck to a secondary inspection area 


A search of the truck revealed that about 28 


pounds of "Mexican brown" heroin was 
concealed inside the door panels, authorities

WASHINGTON I AP)-From 


the standpoint of a family wres- 
tling with its finances, Presi- 
dent Ford's budget proposals 
may look like a giant surrealis- 
tic painting of many hands and 
pockets. 


Some of the hands are put- 


ting money into pockets, while 
other hands are taking money 
out of pockets. Some of the 
hands may seem triple-jointed 
as they limberly reach through 
and around regulations and hid- 
den passageways to pluck and 
deposit. 


There is an almost endless 


combination of possible effects 
the budget might exert on indi- 
vidual households. 


Here are some of the simpler 


possibilities: 


A family of four with adjust- 


ed gross income of $15,000 may 
have paid $1,612 in income tax 
for 1975. Ford's proposal would 
cut that tax to $1,446 in 1976 
and $1,325 in 1977, a total tax 
cut of $287 over the two years. 


Adjusted gross income for 


most taxpayers means the total 
of all income. 


On the other side, however, 


Social Security taxes paid by 
that same family would climb 
from $877.50 to $922.50, an in- 
crease of $45. 


If this family had a slightly 


higher adjusted gross income of 
$16,500 a year, the balance 


would shift somewhat. While 
the income tax savings would 
be just about the same, the in- 
crease in Social Security taxes 
from 1976 to 1977 would be 
$119.70 rather than $45. 


That's because in addition to 


raising the tax rate on Social 
Security from 5.85 per cent to 
6.15 per cent, Ford would also 
increase from $15,300 to $16,500 
the maximum amount of ad- 
justed gross income on which 
the tax is paid. 


Stepping down the economic 


ladder, the proposed income 
tax cuts get proportionally larg- 
er. A family of four with $10,000 
of 
adjusted 
gross 
income, 


which paid $709 in 1975, would 


be paying $485 by 1977, a drop 
of nearly one-third, or $224. At 
the same time, the Social Se- 
curity tax from 1976 to 1977 
would be only $30 greater. 


The tax drop works out that 


way because not only are the 
tax rates lowered for the first 
$10,000 in adjusted gross in- 
come, but the tax exemption 
for each family member is in- 
creased from $750 to $1,000 by 
1977. 
. 


The latter provision is espe- 


cially helpful to large families. 
For two parents and their six 
children, 
for 
example, 
the 


change means $2,000 less in- 
come on which to pay tax. The 
amount actually saved would 


depend on the family's 
tax 


bracket, but might amount to 
$400 or $500 for a middle in- 
come household. 


For a family taking care of 


an elderly parent, the Ford pro- 
gram increases the chances of 
having to pay as much as $750 
in short-term or routine medi- 
cal costs, but it would eliminate 
the risk of a lengthy medical 
crisis draining thousands of dol- 
lars from the family bank ac- 
count. 


If the family budget 
has 


room for a bit of saving, the 
Ford plan would encourage put- 
ting that money into common 
stocks by providing tax breaks. 
Money put into stocks, up to 


a certain limit, could be deduc- 
ted from taxable income. And 
dividends earned by the stock 
would not be taxed either until 
withdrawn from the plan. 


The administration hasn't yet 


spelled out how much money 
could be put into this tax-sav- 
ing feature, nor has it said at 
what higher income levels this 
opportunity would be phased 
out. 


If the $15,000-family of four 


could set aside $500 for eligible 
stock purchases, this program 
might be worth $104 in tax sav- 
ings. 


Some of the other budget pro- 


posals might provide a bonanza 
for some people, nothing for 


others. 


To someone now unemployed 


who got a job because of Ford's 
proposed business stimulants, 
the administration's plan would 
be worth thousands of dollars. 


But the story would be differ- 


ent to a teller at a savings and 
loan association if he or she 
were laid off because the tax 
break for the stock investment 
drew too much money out of 
savings accounts. 


Participants above the pover- 


ty level who benefit from such 
programs as food stamps and 
school lunches might be dis- 
qualified under Ford's propos- 
als to tighten eligibility. That 


would mean the equivalent of 
less money in the pocket.

"Price support program costs 


will be down primarily as a re- 
sult of lower tobacco quotas 
and higher prices resulting in 
much lower (price support) 
loan activity for this com- 
modity," the department said. 


Direct payments to farmers, 


including disaster payments for 
crop losses to cotton, feed grain 
and wheat, are expected to rise 
slightly next fiscal year to $597 
million from $586 million cur- 
rently, the department said. 


In addition to the farm-re- 


lated price support operations, 
the Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration expects to reduce its ex- 
port loan program, which helps 


finance the sale of commodities 
to foreign countries under com- 
mercial credit arrangements. 


Next fiscal year, the budget 


showed, the export loan pro- 
gram will be trimmed to $450 
million from $900 million now 
available to finance those ship- 
ments. 


Spending for Food for Peace 


would be reduced $194 million 
next year, from $1.48 billion 
currently to less than $1.29 bil- 
lion, which includes ocean 
transportation costs for some 
commodities. "This decrease 
results from lower lower com- 
modity unit prices rather than 


reduced shipments," the de- 
partment said. 


However, figures showed that 


total Food for Peace shipments 
in 1976-77 would be about 6.2 
million metric tons, down from 
6.4 million in the current year. 


In rural development cate- 


gories, the budget proposed to

PLO guerUlas hit Lebanon 


BEIRUT, 
Lebanon (AP) - An 


estimated 3,500 to 4,000 Palestinian 
guerrillas crossed into Lebanon from 
Syria during the night, overran a Christian 
village in eastern Lebanon and tightened a 
siege on Zahlah, the biggest town in the 
Bekaa Valley, a spokesman for the Leba- 
nese army reported today. 


An air force reconnaissance 
plane 


brought back photos showing scores of 
army and police posts in the Bekaa region 
ablaze, the spokesman said. 


The attack coincided with a new Syrian 


mediation bid supported by King Hussein 
of Jordan, who arrived in Damascus in his 
private jet just as a Syrian delegation 
arrived in Beirut. The Syrian state radio 
said Hussein went into immediate con- 


sultations with President Hafez Assad. 


The army spokesman reported the in- 


vading guerrillas captured Chtoura, a 
strategic town of 5,000 Christians on the 
Beirut-Damascus 
highway which also 


controls the access to Zahlah. But 
Lebanese army troops still held the hills 
between Chtoura and Zahlah and were 
pounding the guerrillas with heavy ar- 
tillery, the spokesman said. 


The army said the guerrillas included 


troops of the Palestine Liberation Army — 
PLA — the regular military arm of Yasir 
Arafat's 
Palestine 
Liberation 


Organization which is based in Syria. 
WAFA, the Palestine news agency and the 
official voice of the guerrilla movement, 
denied the PLA was involved. 


Exports key, White tells blackland farmers 
Courthouse 1 


WACO, Tex. ( A P ) - Texas 


Commissioner of Agriculture 
John C. White has told a group 
of state fanners that agricul- 
tural exports "were and are the 
key not only to agricultural 
profits, but to Die success of 
our entire economic system." 


White was one of several 


speakers at the state meeting 
of 
the 
Blackland 
Income 


Growth here Tuesday who told 
farmers that agriculture's in- 
fluence in the national economy 
is increasing while the farmer's 
influence in national politics is 
decreasing. 


White told the more than 500 


delegates that dollars produc- 
erd by agricultural output were 
responsible for the survival of 
the economy during the recent 
recession. He called for a "firm 
national policy to assure agri- 
cultural producers a fair prof- 
it." 


Another speaker, Dr. Ron 


Knutson, Texas Agricultural 
Extension Servcice economist, 
said that, on the national level, 
farmers are finding increas- 
ingly difficult to be heard. 


"Producer interests and agri- 


cultural policy are taking a sec- 


ondary position to interests of 
foreign policy," he said. 
"Sec- 


retary of Agricultue Earl Butz 
is no longer calling the shots on 
farm policy. Unless farmers 
are able to take charge, farm 
programs may actually become 
a noose around the producer's 
neck." 


State Rep. Joe Hubenak, D- 


Rosenberg, chirman 
of 
the 


Texas House Agriculture 
Com- 


mittee, urged farm groups to 
present a united front when 
they bring their problems to 
the state government. 


"Here in Waco you have the 


home of two major farm organ- 
izations (Texas Farm Bureau 
and Texas Farm Workers Un- 
ion). One group comes to Aus- 
tin wanting one thing; another 
comes to Austin fighting the 
same thing. This puts agricul- 
ture in a difficult position," he 
said.

ministrator. 


Meeting for nearly two hours, 


discussions 
centered 
around 


procedure, what kind of person 
to seek, and how much to pay. 


"Let's face it," Dr. Kelly 


Burkhart said, "the salary we 
offer will establish who's going 
to apply and who's not. It's the 
last thing people ask and the 
first thing on their minds." 


But board president Maco 


Stewart said he felt that to be 
true only in some cases. 


"IT DEPENDS ON the man," 


Stewart said, "and how he 
applies. If you seek a specific 
individual for the job, he's going 
to ask about salary fairly quick. 
But if he comes to you, it may 
not come up so fast." 


Trustees asked that com- 


parative data on salaries in 
districts of similar size and tax 
base be gathered so they can 
compare those figures with 
their own. 


Currently, 
the 
superin- 


tendent's salary is set at $22,200 
annually plus a $150 a month 
travel allotment for driving 
done inside the school district. 


The board agreed that the

"Just because a man is local 


shouldn't rule him in or out," 
Dr. Burkhart said. "I think we 
should compare both and come 
up with the best man regardless 
of where he comes from." 


Dr. Burkhart said he had 


contacted the president of the 
Texas Association of School 
Boards to find out standard 
procedure for such a search and 
had been told that one common 
practice was to first look at 
applicants 
from within the 


system and then seek outside 
applicants, 


Stewart told the board he 


would contact other superin- 
tendents he knows to see if those 
men knew of a qualified ap- 
plicant to recommend. 


Stewart, as board president, 


was named the man who will 
head 
the search, 
although 


applications for the job will be 
routed 
to the 
school 
ad- 


ministration building. 


The board discussed 
the 


qualities they were seeking in 
an applicant, at the same time 
acknowledging that there may 
be differences of opinion when it 
comes time to vote on final 
applicants. 


"We need a mature person, 


someone who is strong," Dr. 
James Curington said. "And by 
that, I don't necessarily mean 
loud, but someone who can 
assert 
themselves 
and get 


things done." 


"WE CERTAINLY NEED a 


man with vision," Mrs. Doris 
Gillen said, "someone 
with 


specific goals and a plan to 
work toward those goals. And I 
will be looking for evidence 
from past performance of his 


capacity to do this." 


Member Albert Sanders said 


he was interested in someone 
who will put academic con- 
siderations 
before 
sports 


considerations. 


"I've been told a number of 


times that this is a football 
town," he said, "but I'd like to 
think this was an academic 
town first, then a football 
town." 


Increased vocational training 


emphasis and an interest in 
keeping 
up 
the 
district's 


physical property were also 
mentioned by board members 
as areas of importance in 
seeking someone for the job. 


But some of these areas, 


Stewart 
noted, 
were 
the 


responsibility of the board and 
any superintendent would get 
his direction from trustees as to 
what emphasis to place in these 
areas. He further said the board 
should anticipate a split vote on 
who to hire. 


"IT'S GOING TO be prac- 


tically impossible for all seven 
of us to agree totally on one 
person," Stewart said. "Now, if 
the vote turns out to be 5-2, then 
what we will do depends on why 
the "no" votes were cast. 


"Sometimes," he continued, 


"those votes are cast because a 
member has a preference for 
one man over another. But 
other times it might be because 
a member genuinely feels the 
man is not the one for the job." 


What action the board would 


take in such a case, he said, 
would depend on discussion of 
those "no" votes. 


The board will meet in a noon 


session Feb. 6 when they will 
formally review the first ap- 
plications received and receive 
the salary comparisons.
